HINDENBURG FORTS ARE BARED. 


The enemy losses yesterday were 
very heavy, both in the early fight- 
ing and in the numerous counter- 
attacks which were thrown in to- 
ward night, in a desperate attempt 
to regain part of the lost ground. The 
whole zone of the long battlefront 
today was strewn with dead in the 
field gray uniforms and more than 
8000 prisoners were in the British 


cages. 
MOWED LIKE WHEAT. 

The entire British operation has 
grown into a brilliant and important 
success, which was not forecast in 
the original limited plans. Not the 
least important feature of the vie- 
tory was the slaughter inflicted on 
the enemy forces, particularly dur- 
ing their frenzied counter-attacks, 
when they were mowed down like 
wheat with the machine guns, or 
swallowed up in a maelstrom of 
shells from the British barrage. 

There were few spectacular tinci- 
dents in yesterday's fighting, Al- 
though thé operation as a whole 
was spectacular enough when one 
considers that these gallant English 
and Australian veterans had in many 
places to fight their way up three 
lines of ridges, with valleys inter- 
vening. working forward . doggedly 
over slimy ground in the face of a 
vicioue machine gun and rifie fire 
from a myriad of strongholds and

Many peo- 
ple who live on what were former- 
ly bold running rivers, such as the 
Colorado, the Liano and the Brazos 
are now compelled to travel many 
miles in order to find enough water 
standing in holes to bathe in. 

Even where these little pools of 


water are found, the source of sup- 


ply is usually springs that have not 
ceased flowing altogether as a re- 
sult of the unprecedented drouth. 

This is the third year of rainfall 
shortage that has been so severe 
that it caused total crop failures. 
Although the drouth is felt over an 
area of perhaps two-thirds of the 
State, it is in a scope of country of 
A radius of about 100 miles around 
Brownwood, that the worst effects 
Are to he seen. 

Families of many farmers have 

brought to a condition of des- 
titution by the lack of rainfall for 
growing crops and even for live 
stock and domestic use. Some of 
the connties in the stricken area 
are rapidly becoming depopulated. 
Farmers are temporarily deserting 
their homes in search of employ- 
ment elsewhere so as to provide food 
and clething for t suffering 
families.

Oldest inhabitants have no recoliec- 
tion of anything approaching it. 
Ten counties in the Brownwood dis- 
trict will not make an average of 
500 bales of cotton per county, as 
against normal production of 15,000 
bales.

Ployment, and an average of 250 
farmers a day leaving this district." 

J. & Pyeatt, Federal Food Man- 
ager of Texas Railroads, has just 
made an investigation of conditions 
in the Brownwood region. He has 
this to say of the situation: 

“We people in this portion of the 
State have no idea of actual condi- 
tions in the West. There is abso- 
lute poverty and desolation on every 
hand. It is a case of move or starve 
and those people are coming out of 
that country by the thousan 

“The most regrettable feature of 
the moving of these families will be 
the fact that it will require thirty 
years to restore the population that 
is now evacuating this country. Just 
think of one-third of Texas being 
practically depopulated and you 
will get some idea of what this vast 
shifting of the people means.” 

The State Council of Defense 
and the State Food Administration, 
at a joint meeting held recently, 
adopted a resolution recommending 
that Congress appropriate %$50,000 
for relief of the drouth sufferers.

ON SHIPYARDS. 


Federal Official Says Few 
Slackers Employed. 


Says Only Five Hundred Men 
in Class One. 


‘|Weeding Out All Intentional 


Draft Epaders.

“The community should know 
that the shipyards at the harbor are 
not a refuge for slackers,” | said 
Myron Hunt, acting assistant branch 
officer of the department of defer- 
ments and transfers of the Emer-. 
gency Figet Corporation, yesterday in 
addressing the Technical Societies 
of Los Angeles, at the Broadway 
Department Store. 

Ot the 13,780 men now employed 
at the five shipbuilding yards,” con- 
tinued Mr. Hunt, “only 533 men are 
in Class 1, according to draft regu- 
lations. Since the first of the year 
109 Class 1 men doing necessary 
shipyard work, simply because of 
the incorrect feeling that they were 
not helping win the war by work- 
ing in the shipyards, quit and en- 
listed. Of 533 Class 1 men em- 
Ployed, sixty-four are in limited 
classifications. 

“There are 13,200 men in the 
yards, who, so far as the Emergency 
Fleet Corporation ig concerned, the 
boards can have any time they 
want them. Ninety-five per cent. of 
all the men employed are in Classes 
2, 3, 4 and 5. 

“The liste containing those 533 
Class.1 names for whom the Fleet 
Corporation asked for deferred 
Classification under the old draft 
because of their occupation, is being 
constantly investigated to find if 
any of these men are intentional 
slackers and those we find are slack- 
ers are turned over to their draft 
boards for action. Under the new 
draft no exemption or deferred 
classification is asked because men 
are working in shipyards.”’ 

T. W. Ransom, chief inspector of 
shipbuilding, Emergency Fleet Cor- 
poration. Los Angeles division. yea- 
terda@y received orders announcing 
that on and after September 29, 
each working day in the shipyards 
will be limited to eight hours: no 
work in the yards Sundaye or holi- 
days, except in cases of emergency: 
and no overtime work except in 
cases of emergency. The order af- 
fects 12,000 employees of the five 
shipyar‘s, and the order means, ac- 
cordine to shipbuilders, that either 
the efficiency of the men must 
increased or more men employed. 
Another effect will probably be the 
establishing of three shifts of eight 
hours each, instead of two shifts of 
ten hours each. as at present, with 
double time paid for the two hours 
overtime.

Bels as a palatable food, according 
to fish dealers, are more popular, 
much of the prejudice against them 
having disappeared.

“Eels, which are true fishes, pen- 
etrate to almost every little muddy 
pond or stream in the interior of the 
country,” but breed nevertheless only 
in the deep sea,” says John Tread- 
well Nichols, assistant curator of the 
department of ichthyology of the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory. The presence of eels in land- 
locked ponds far removed from the 
makes it difficult to belſeve 
that they have not originated in 
fresh water. It is, however, quite 
impossible that they should do so, 
for at least one obvidus reason—the 
peculiar young or larve, adapted to 
life near the surface of the open 
ocean, could not survive elsewhere. 
Eels commonly work their way up 
into the very smallest streams and 


travel as easily, it seems, through 
mud as they would through water. 
The are even said at times to be 


met journeying over land ‘through 


wet grass; and the probabilitics.are 
that they do this not infrequently at 
night, as they are generally very ac- 


tive at that time. 

“Before being cooked eels have to 
be skinned. The skin is exceedingly 
tough, and eel skins are often used 
for purposes where rope wears out 
too quickly. The classic way to cook 
eels ts to cut them in lengths and 
fry in butter. Many persons find 
them exceedingly delicious.

ONQUERING THE UNCONQUERABLE. 

The Yanks are driving dents into the 
strongest line of fortifications the world has 
ever seen. 

It has always been assumed by all the 
War Offices in the world that the boundary 
line between France and Lorraine was un- 
breakable and unconquerable. The im- 
pregnabie character of the forts on both 
sides of the frontier was one of the excuses 
advanced by the Germans for tearing up 
the scrap of paper and invading Beigium. 
They said they had to go through Beigium 
because it was beyond human possibility to 
storm the forts that guarded the line. 

Later in the war it became necessary for 
the Germans to undertake an advance 
against this barrier. In attempting the cap 
ture of Verdun, the German General Staff 
set aside four months for the taking of 
this one citadel; and then failed to get it. 

Since the German repulse at Verdun, the 
Lorraine-French ‘frontier has been even 
more certainly regarded as @ line beyond 
which advance was—a military impossi- 
bility. 

So secure were the Germans in the be- 
Het that the frontier could not be crossed 
that they had turned the trench line in 
the Germin camp into a little Germany. 
They had built beer gardens and concert 
halle. The soldiers had dug little gardens 
secure in the belief that no Allied army 
would ever attempt the impossible feat of 
storming this line. 

But one day the little gray French com- 
mander-in-chief pointed to that line on his 
map and said to the Yanks, “Go get ‘em.” 
And the Yanks got ‘em. ; 

The iron line was torn up as though 
were made of tissue paper. The 
ble barrier at which the Germans stormed 
for bloodstained months of slaughter, the 
Yanks breezed through in the course of a 
morning.

ENEMY ALTEN QUESTION IN 
GREAT BRITAIN. 

Tt is characteristic of Great Britain 
that, four years after the beginning of the 
war, Parliament is still debating the enemy 
alien and denaturalization question and, 
while there is an extremist contingent that 
would denaturalize all naturalized subjects 
of the enemy countries for ten years at 
least, and intern or repatriate wholesale, 
there is a strong support for less 
methods, for ieniency, moderation and indi- 
vidual justice. The House of Lords, debat- 
ing the second reading of the denaturaliza- 
tion bill, proved to have a majority regard- 
ing it as too lenient.. Not a single Lord 
stood for the bill as presented. But it was 
notable that, in calling for more exhaustive 
measures, the Lords considered that such 
would ultimately work for the better pro- 
tection of Germans in Great Britain—as oth- 
erwise, according to Lord Meath, “the coun- 
try will be swept clear of aliens by the 
people at the next general election.” 

It would appear that potent political fac- 
tors have been the German banks, which 
have exercised an insidious influence for 
German propaganda. This will probably 
éreate an entire reorganization of the bank- 
ing system whereby alien banks will come 
under the strictest supervisien of the Brit- 
ish Board of Trage. | 

Bven the internment of male enemy 
aliens within military age is applied with 
moderation. Britain is jealous of her rep- 
utation for justice and declines to lose her 
head in a panic of vengefuines<, although 
the country has suffered from enemy in- 
trigue to an almost incredible extent. Brit- 
ish judges have been appointed to the Alien 
Advisory Committee; and at a recent sit- 
ting Mr. Justice Sankey, speaking for him- 
self and his colleagues, insisted that, not- 
withstanding any public hysteria, they 
would act “as British judges are expected 
and ought to act. We are not here to in- 
tern aliens. Had that been the policy our 
services would not have been required. We 
are here to see that on this question the 


| country gets justice.” 


That this calm attitude should be main- 
tained in the face of public anti-alien meet- 
ings, demanding “that the country is de- 
termined to rid itself of these pests” and 
that “Mr. Justice Sankey's committee should 
be swept away, giving place to a more in- 
tensely-patriotic committee,” is also char- 
acteristic of British procedure. It is all 
too easy to go to extremes and, as the 


Lord Chancellor said in the House of Lords; 


“rush to measures that will make us ridicu- 
lous.” Sane government cannot be main- 
tained on frantic impulse and hot prejudice, 
nor can justice reign in the face of sweep’ 
ing considered measures that must of 
necessity work to the end of prolific indi- 
vidual injustice. The case of Lord Milner, 
a British statesman of unimpeachable 
standing, whose record will stand high in 
the history of Great Britain, is an example 
in point. Someone started the rumor that 
he was of “German origin” and, as he never 
thought it necessary to defend himself, pub- 
ue outcry against him became rampant. 
His “denaturalization” was demanded at vo- 
ciferous meetings. The facts, when pre- 
sented, showed that his father’s mother 
was a German and that he possessed a 
number of remote German cousins, but he 
had always been a British subject: A dis-

Complete frankness, calm consideration, 
are the only real remedies for suspicion, 
whether justified, ignorant or merely mali- 
cious. Our own system would appear to 
lay itself open to modification—our recent 
“slacker raids,” our methods of amateur 
snooping, our yellow-dog tactics leave such 
vast scope for injustice and persecution and 
false expressions of hysterical patriotism. 
As the recent protests in the Senate showed, 
our tendency is to suppose everyone gullty 
until proven innocent, whereas justice cer- 


nationalities of population obviously call for 
a much more level-headed handling, pecu- 
liar discrimination and delicacy of treat- 
ment.

Only Two Minor Amendments 
for House to Consider.

Control of General Election 
Ballot Point at Issue. 


Sheriff Candidate Petitions the 
Board of Supervisors. 


Holds Certificate Should not 
be Issued to Cline. 


In a petition to the Board of Su- 
pervisors, yesterday, Samuel L. 
Browne, a candidate for Sheriff at 
the August primaries, declares that 
he is entitled to an official sa ais 
cate of nomination. 

In taking up with the Registrar 
of Voters the matter of printing his 


name upon the ballot, he says he |

attempt to control the form or con- 
tents of the ballot for general elec- 
tions are unconstitutional, for the 
reason that such matters are out- 
side the purview of the primary 
elections statute, as enacted by our 
State Legislature, and void under 
the most elementary principles of 
constitutional law, which require 


that the contents and purposes of a 
statute shall be set out in the title 
of the act as passed by the law- 
making body.“ 

In other words, Mr. Browne holds 
that there is nothing in the pro- 
visions of the primary law that in- 
dicates that a certificate of election 
shall be issued to John C. Cline, 
who reccived a majority of all of the 
votes cast at the primary election. 
Mr. Browne's view is that Mr. Cline 
as well as himself ran for the nomi- 
nation and not the election, the law 
specifically stating that after a can- 
vass of the returns official certifi- 
cates of nomination shall be issued 
to such candidates for county offices 

“as may be entitled to nomination 
under the provisions of Section 23 
of the primary election law.” 

Attorney Charles L. Chandler. 
who represents Mr. Browne, holds 
that the provisions of the law are 
plain that the tw candidates at the 
August primary who receive the 
highest number of votes cast for 
nomination to the office of Sheriff 
shall be the candidates for such of- 
fice at the November election.
